Novelty fND and Inventive Step (IS) Claims 1-21 



Claims 1-21: 



The invention of the amended claims is directed to a hose storage device having an upper portion 
and a lower portion; the lower portion having a side wall including a port through which a hose 
may extend; a retractable hose reel housed within the lower portion; and one of the adjacent edges 
of the upper and lower portions being spaced outwardly from the other adjacent edge. 



No individual citation, nor obvious combination of citations, discloses a hose storage device 
having all of these features. 



The closest art of citation (iii) discloses a hose container having an upper portion in the form of a 
statue and a lower portion housing a retractable hose reel. However, the lower portion does not 
include a port in its side wall through which a hose may extend, nor do the upper and lower 
portions have adjacent edges. Rather, the upper portion is received within the centre of the hose 
reel housed inside the lower portion. 
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
